The formal program will be 
held beginning about 4 o’clock in 
the lower part of the canyon. 
Preparations will be made to safe¬ 
guard all visitors in every possible 
way. With the aid of the U. S. 
Forest Rangers under Disteftt 
Ranger V. H. Vetter, the police 
of the city under Marshall E. .H. 
Keegan will close the upper part 
of the Canyon in order to guard 
the casual public a dnst poison 
oak and to safegu^ the city 
against any possible fire hazard. 

Vy. R. Humphries will be the 
chairman of the day. Many com- 
munic&tions are being’ received 
pledging representative delegations 
of old-timers to be guests of the 
day. Many towns likewise are ar¬ 
ranging to contribute entertain¬ 
ment features to the program. E’or 
instance San Gabriel expects to 
send along an old-fashioned ox¬ 
cart filled with pioneers and Azu.sa 
will send horsemen garbed in the 
costumes of Spanish days. Miss 
Louise Fazenda, the motion picture 
comedienne, expects to send the 
historic old stage coach she owns 
and to load it up with oki-timers 
from the San E'ernando V'alley 
region.

For 
years it has been the policy where 
special conditions seemed to justi¬ 
fy that class of surfacing, for the 
property owners to pay for the 
rock and oil used and the city to 
pa.\ tin- labor expense of appl.ving 
it. In the case of boundary streets 
like Live Oak .Avenue where only- 
one side of the street lies within 
the limits of Sierra Madre, the 
property owners paid their half 
as usual, the material for the 
other half, as well as all the labor 
cost being paid for out of the 
general fund. 

Past Live Oak .Avenue was re¬ 
cently surfaced under this plan, 
and the West Live Oak property 
owners petitioned for similar treat¬ 
ment of their sli-eet. While this 
class of improvement is not the 
most desirable, because it is not 
permanent, the property owners

The reason Hailey Canyon is 
sucli an extraordinaiy site for a 
;rreat arboretum is on account of 
its location and its contours. It 
ri.ses from an altitude of approx¬ 
imately 1000 feet to, .say, l.oOO. 
when you reach tl^' waterfall. .\t 
the lower end there i.s a broad 
llat flanked on one side by the 
gentle knolls of th.e I’assionist 
Fathers’ property, of which Father 
I’eter Hanley ha.s pledged some 
acreage. On the other side there 
is a sharper ri.se to Mr.s. Hensey’s 
place ,the .slope being covered with 
glorious live oaks of which Mrs. 
He'usey is justly jealous. 

.■\s the canyon meanders up¬ 
ward. the precipitous wall.- clo.se 
in sharply, but there are freiiuent 
openings which are natural parks 
aiul many of these openings in¬ 
troduce little miniature side can¬ 
yons which add immeasurably to 
the beauty and botanical utility of 
the area. Occasionally, also, there 
are locations for ponds or minia¬ 
ture lakes over which may be 
thrown tiny bridge's and in which 
may be grown the water plants. 

.As the canyon >tand.s now it i.s 
filled with rare trees and uncom¬ 
mon flowering shrubs and valuable 
grasses. In effect, nature has al¬ 
ready given the place a long start 
on the road to being made a 
great arboretum.
